SiK'li  space  may  \jv  easily  and  cheaply  iibtaiiicd  by  pittini;  outside,  as  in 
u  |'rci|HTly  <i)i[-li'urted  pit  tifld  runts  or  (potatoes  will  kii'p  lliroUKlaml  (lie  winter 
montli-i  as  well  as,  if  not  lietter,  lliaii  in  the  best  of  cellars,  Kspeeially  i«  this  true 
witii  riiols  that  are  to  he  usoil  fur  seed-raisinjr,  for  in  a  pit  eva|>oratiiin  is  reduced 
to  a  niiniiniim  and  the  ri'ots  arc,  therefore,  fresh  and  crisp  in  the  spring'  with  a  eoii- 
se<|iient  inaxinuiin  vitality. 

A  ])it  to  keep  roots  siic<-essfully  outside  duriiiK  the  winter  should  he  well  drained, 
and  so  constnictcd  as  to  maintain  an  even  temperature  at  which  the  contents  will 
neither  tirnw — aiul  »ulisei|uently  rot — nor  freeze.  Such  a  tempcraturo  can  ho  main- 
tained oidy  hy  providiiifr  for  ade<|uate  ventilntion  durinjr  mild  weather  ninl  hy  havintf 
practically  no  ventilation  durinir  steady  cold.  The  foUovvinjr  d<'scrihe»  two  types  of 
pits — each  suited  to  a  different  situation — that  have  );iven  perfect  satisfaction  at 
Ottawa.

The  most  satisfactory  site  for  a  pit  is  a  naturally  well  drained  position,  stich  at 
the  side  of  a  hill  or  the  top  of  a  knoll.  If  the  soil  on  such  a  situation  is  of  a  sandy 
or  gravelly  nature  the  question  of  drainajre  need  not  he  further  considered.  A  shallow 
trench  S  inches  deep,  .I  feet  wide  and  of  the  required  leiiftth  should  ho  dug,  and  the 
earth  thus  removed  thrown  hack  3  feet  from  the  edjje.     The  roots  may  then  he  piled

up  in  this  trench  in  n  neat  pile  so  as  to  pome  to  a  point  ahout  4  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  pround.

sary  to  provide  drainage  as  shown  in  the  cut  on  imile  :!.  \  shallow  trench  »  niche- 
deep  sloping  up  to  the  surface  of  the  -round,  so  as  to  make  it  ahout  4  feel  wide. 
Khould  be  duK  to  the  length  rcpiired  for  the  pit,  If  the  land  is  alisolutely  level  tin- 
trench  should  he  :!  inclie>.  deep  at  one  em'  and  aliout  O  inches  at  the  other.  A  Imard 
f'rain  may  now  he  inserted  into  the  lower  end  of  the  trench,  and  run  away  in  a  deepen- 
ing trench  to  a  drain  hole  :l  feet  deep  and  :',  feet  across,  s  to  10  feet  from  the  end  ot 

the  pit.     This  hole  should  h "vcred  with  hoards,  and  lioth  it  and  the  dram  eovered
